The head o f the o ldest and 
largest o f the Negro rights 
gro ups is gravely co ncerned 
that the vo ices o f vio lence 
rising 
in 
the 
ghetto s 
are 
dro wning o ut reaso ned co m­ 
municatio n 
between 
blacks 
and whites. 
Ro y Wilkens. executive di­ 
recto r o f the Natio nal Asso ­ 
ciatio n fo r the Advancement 
o f Co lo red Peo ple (fo unded 
in 1909). say s he fully under­ 
stands Negro emo tio nal fer­ 
vo r, particularly amo ng y o ung 
peo ple but deplo res so me o f 
the demago gues who are fan­ 
ning it. 
“There is so much empha­ 
sis o n rio ts. Tm no t predict­ 
ing there wo n’t be rio ts this 
summer and I’m no t predict­ 
ing there will. But it is break­ 
ing do wn the dialo gue o n the 
vital things that must be 
do ne,” he say s. 
“ I do think this will pass. 
It will leave scars but it will 
pass. These extremists are 
do ing o ne go o d thing. They 
are jarring bo th Negro es and 
whites o ut o f apathy .” 
There was a time — when 
N.\ACP was a dirty wo rd fo r 
many 
whites. 
N o w 
they 
grasp at it as a sy mbo l o f 
reaso n. 
Altho ugh Wilkens 
r a nk s 
next o nly to Martin Luther 


King in po lls amo ng Negro es 
asking who has do ne mo st fo r 
the race, the angry extremists 
exco riate him o n the ghetto 
street co rners as an “Uncle 
To m” who stands in the way o f 
Negro es rebellio n. 
King, to o , co mes in fo r 
sco rn and dismissal fro m ex­ 
tremist elements. King him­ 
self has mo ved farther and 
farther away fro m his o rig­ 
inal passive teachings. He is 
go ing ahead with plans fo r 
a “camp in” in Washingto n. 
D.C., in early April despite 
a plea fro m President Jo hn­ 
so n to call it o ff. 
W’Ukens is o ne o f the mem­ 
bers o f the President’s co m- 
missio n which investigated 
last summer’s rio ts. Their re­ 
po rt is to be made public 
Sunday , March 3, and Wil­ 
kens gave an indicatio n o f the 
perilo us future they fo resaw. 
The great weakness o f the 
extremist calls to Negro ac­ 
tio n is that the pro pagato rs 
o ffer no thing 
bey o nd 
vio ­ 
lence, he say s. 
He s a y s , “The assump­ 
tio n that all Negro es are the 
same and mctivated by the 
same histo ry and ideals and 
a co mmo n go al o f blackness 
o ver whiteness is no nsense. 
“Vio lence appeals to y o ung 
peo ple. It’s easier to thro w 


a brick than do a pro blem 
in calculus. It’s easy to say , 
‘lo o k at that white fellowr be­ 
hind the desk with that $200 
jo b, that’s the jo b I want and 
I’m go ing to grab it.* 
“But until the y o ung man 
is qualified to do the jo b, 
he’s never go ing to get it. 
When all this emo tio nal tide 
has run its co urse there is 
go ing to be a great letdo wn.” 
But it is a flo o d tide, no t 
an ebb tide, right no w in the 
ghetto s. Dr. Richard Fisher 
o f the Lemberg Center o f the 
Study o f Gio lence at Brandéis 
University say s the rising ag­ 
gressiveness is “the hate fliat 
hate pro duced.” 
“We (the Negro es) did ev­ 
ery thing ‘in’ — sit in, be in, 
lo ve in, stand in — and it 
didn’t really wo rk. Actio n, 
so me feel, was the o nl y 
co urse o pen.” 
Dr. Daniel Mo y nihan, di­ 
recto r o f the Jo int Center fo r 
Urban Studies at Harvard and 
MIT, disagrees. Mo y nihan is 
a plain speaker and his ear­ 
lier repo rt o n the breakdo wn 
o f Negro family life, the ab­ 
dicatio n o f the male and the 
rearing o f illegitimate chil- 


drcn by mo thers, caused a stir. 
Mo y nihan warns that Amer­ 
ica canno t affo rd a ser i es 
o f new rio ts. The structure 
o f United States so ciety , he 
say s, is no t so stable that it 
can endure lo ng such racial 
vio lence. 
Christo pher Lasch, review­ 
ing recent “Black Po wer” 
literature in the current New 
Yo rk Review o f Bo o ks, co m­ 
ments that civil rights laws 
have pro ved to be weaker and 
mo re limited in their appli­ 
catio n than they seemed when 
they were passed. 
“The shifting fo cus o f the 
struggle fro m the So uth to 
the No rth thus has co ntrib­ 
uted to the weakening o f the 
civU rights mo vement and to 
Me emergency o f Black Po w­ 
er.” 
“This is a revo lutio n and 
peo ple h a v e no t beco me 
aware o f that,” Detro it Po ­ 
lice Chief Ray Girardin said. 
“C e r t a i nl y the President 
hasn’t. This is no t just a mo b 
o r gang fight. It is a ques­ 
tio n o f the survival o f o ur 
cities.” 
The talk o f revo lutio n and 
rio t is frightening the mass 
o f Negro es as much o r mo re 
than the white co mmunity . 
The fear is reflected in the 


shrinking o f the wilder mili­ 
tant membership. The Stu­ 
dents No nvio lent Co o rdinat­ 
ing Co mmittee has sharply 
dro pped bo th in members and 
staff and no w is estimated 
to have no t mo re than 25 o r­ 
ganizers acro ss tiie co untry 
under H. Rap Bro wn. 
Flo y d McKissick’s CORE 
is estimated to have 240 chap­ 
ters with a membership o f 
130,000. But its switch away 
fro m a po licy o n no nvio lence 
caused do zens o f white mem­ 
ber wo rkers to resign. 
The NAACP has 1,845 nnits 
in 48 states and the district 
o f Co lumbia with an estima­ 
ted membership o f 485,080. 
Its go al: “To end racial 
segregatio n and o Cher fo rms 
o f discriminatio n in all pub­ 
lic aspects o f American life. 
This o bjective includes equal 
justice under law; pro tectio n 
o f the right to vo te; perso nal 
security against mo b vio lence 
and po lice brutality ; the end 
o f segregatio n in public ed­ 
ucatio n, in transpc^tio n, in 
ho using, h e a l t h and recrea­ 
tio nal faciUties.” 
But tho se wo rds seems to 
find little echo in the city 
ghetto s. The mo o d is militant 
and acro ss the co untry the 
angry Negro es are try ing to 
dro wn the wo rds o ut.

The text o f the o rder was 
no t made available but the 
so urces said It wo uld limit 
the po wers o f the co untry ’s 
fo ur military co rps co mmand­ 
ers. In the past so me o f the 
po werful co mmanders have 
run their areas as fiefdo ms. 
Under the refo rm, 
th e 
so urces said, the generals 
wo uld be stripped o f t h e i r 
po wers in the co rps areas 
and lo se co ntro l o ver the ap­ 
po intment o f pro vince chiefs. 
They said the o rder requires 
the natio n’s 44 pro vince chiefs 
to take their o rders fro m the 
central go vernment in Sai­ 
go n rather than fro m co rps 
co mmanders. 
Earlier this week T h i e u 
fired two o f the fo ur co m­ 
manders in the biggest high- 
level shakeup since Thieu and 
fo rmer Premier — no w Vice 
President — Nguy en Cao Ky 
came to po wer two and a half 
y ears ago . 
Thieu, his ey es glistening 
with tears at o ne po int, said 
co rruptio n in the go vernment 
h a d beco me 
a “natio nal 
shame” and be said be was 
reso lved to eradicate it. 
“We may lo se o ur mo ther­ 
land, no t by enemy military 
o r po litical co nquest, b ut 
because o f co rruptio n,” he 
said. 
American o fficials h a ve 
lo ng urged such a refo rm as 
a means o f eliminating the 
co rruptio n 
and 
inefficiency 
that pervade much o f pro vin­ 
cial go vernment life.

The Soviet plane carries a 
maximum of 176,350 pounds 
3,100 miles at a cruise speed 
of 460 m.p.h.

He questioned wh eth er a p op u­ 
lar v ote on a rev enue matter 
does not run contrary to a con­ 
stitutional p rov ision delegat­ 
ing to th e Legislature th e 
money raising auth ority . 
“We p oint out to Sen. Car­ 
stens,” said Morris, “th at in 
th e state constitution. Article 
III, Section 2, one of th e p ow­ 
ers reserv ed to th e p eop le is 
th e righ t to initiate laws or 
constitutional 
amendments. 
He or no one else can take 
th is righ t from th e p eop le. 
“In addition. Sen. Carstens 
must be aware th at th is con­ 
stitutional p rov ision h as been 
up h eld in th e courts on sev ­ 
eral occasions.” 
Morris said th e p resent 
combination sales and income

By Gay Pauley, UPI 
New York — As a cause 
of teen-age deaths in th e 
United States, suicide now 
outranks polio, pneumonia, 
tuberculosis, diabetes, rheu­ 
matic fever, kidney diseases, 
appendicitis and leukemia. 
Item: Among college stu­ 
dents, suicide is second only 
to motor vehicle accidents as 
the most frequent cause of 
death. 
Item: The suicide r a t e 
among teen-agers is growing 
globally. 
Then, ono must ask, why? 
Why do young peopto who 
on the surface have every­ 
thing going for them turn in­ 
stead to death by their own 
hands? 
'The why occupies th e 
searching minds of physi­ 
cians, the sociologists, edu­ 
cators, parents and anyone 
else even 
remotely con­ 
nected with the world of the 
adolescent today. 
Why? 
^ 
Some light is shed on the 
reasons for — and preven­ 
tion of — suicides in the cur­ 
rent issue of Scholastic Roto, 
a publication aimed at the 
teen-aged reader. 
Rising pressures — social, 
academic and at home>-con- 
sistently show in one student 
group’s seminar on what in 
effect is turning teen-agers’ 
lives into ”an almost un­ 
bearable rat race.” 
The students dubbed this 
particular seminar ‘‘tension 
day.” More formally, it was

The seminar grew fro m 
alarm over the fact that the 
previons year two highly-re­ 
garded graduates from Shaw- 
nee had committed snicide 
during their freshman year 
at the University of Kansas. 
And, there had been re­ 
ported instances of four stu­ 
dents in the high school at­ 
tempting suicide. This,-in a 
school where 75 per cent of 
the enrollment goes on to 
college. 
One of the speakers was 
Karl Menninger, of the Men- 
ninger Clinic in Topeka. Said 
the famed researcher i nt o 
problems of the mentally ill: 
‘‘One of the strange para­ 
dox es of life is that s ome 
people decide to get off the 
train before the trip is fbi- 
ished. 
"Nobody commits snicide 
who doesn’t have somewhere 
in the back of his mi nd 
some kind of hope.” 
But he told the students 
they should not feel alarmed 
if they occasionally s uf f e r 
periods of depression and 
feel a need to talk. 
Where To Go 
As Scholastic Roto report­ 
ed, however, the matter of 
to whom to take problems 
is another source of pres­ 
sure. The students deplored 
the lack of communication 
between parents and teen- 
agers. 
Said one student, "Mother 
can’t remember how things 
were when she was young. 
We’re of different worlds.” 
Asked for a show of hands 
on who causes the most pres­ 
sures, parents or teachers, 
the students voted parents 
the winner (or loser?) by a 
wide margin. 
But the perplex ed parents 
got in a word. Said one, stu­ 
dents 
s h o ul d rememt^r 
that it is the ‘‘parental place 
to ex ercise control and re­ 
sponsibility for their chil­ 
dren, to know what is going 
on. Who else cares enough?” 
In a sidebar article on the 
seminar, a husband-wife 
team of physicians—Drs. Bry 
Benjamin and Annette Fran­ 
cis Benjamin — ex amined 
some of the reaspns why 
young people are ‘‘turning 
off life in ever increasing 
numbers.” 
They mentioned the pres­ 
sures to succeed, scholastic 
competition, looser family 
ties, too early sex ual ex pe­ 
riences, breakdown of r e • 
spect for authority, ex cessive 
emphasis on materialism, 
the decreasing importance of 
the individual in a mass so-, 
ciety. the threat of nuclear 
war. 
B ut tbe physiciant offer 
hope to the troubled teener 
—"Psychlatriits stress there 
is BO problem that cannot 
be solved in some way with 
someone’s help.” 
Consider 
t a l k i ng over 
problems with parents. Or to 
someone else ‘‘you are most 
able to speak with. A sister 
or brother? An aunt, uncle 
or cousin? Perhaps a grand­ 
parent . . . your favorite 
teacher?

He did say , ho wev er, the 
in direct labo rato ry ev iden ce 
that Nebraska had an epi­ 
demic o f A-2 in fluen za in Jan ­ 
uary is stro n g, altho ugh di­ 
rect an d co n clusiv e ev iden ce 
co uld n o t be o btain ed. 
Dr. McCo n n ell said the ef­ 
fects o f the flu attack here 
this y ear were relativ ely mild 
an d that man y v ictims n ev er 
missed wo rk. 
“After the seco n d, third o r 
fo urth wav e,” he ex plain ed, 
“the n ew Asian flu mutan t 
seems to lo se so me o f its 
pun ch. That do esn ’t mean ,” 
he co n tin ued, “that the elder­ 
ly o r the debilitated can n o t 
be hit by seco n dary in fec­ 
tio n s.”
